was not absolutely certain. It is un­ 
derstood that the exact

submitted 
by 
(’ount Bernstorff was 
not 
in entire 
accord with the viewrs 
of President 
Wilson and members of the cabinet, 
but in spite of that, Germany's latest 
reply is characterized 
as almost if 
not entirely acceptable to the United 
States. 
Secretary Lansing conferred %with 
President Wilson 
for 
more than an 
hour today, and the 
case 
wras dis­ 
cussed at length at the cabinet meet­ 
ing. 
Later today Secretary Lansing will 
confer with Count von Bernscorl, the 
German ambassador. 
It is expected 
he will communicate to the German 
ambassador the 
American 
views of 
the latest proposals 
from 
Berlin, 
which substituted for the wTord “ ille­ 
gal” in reference to the sinking of 
the Lusitania a declaration that re­ 
prisals must not be extended to oth­ 
er than enemy subjects. 
The views reflected by administra­ 
tion officials, while all of them stead­ 
fastly refuse to make any definite an­ 
nouncement, is that this declaration, 
with the 
assurances 
Germany 
has 
previously given, and with other fea­ 
tures of the 
Lusitania negotiations 
already agreed 
upon, 
is practically 
satisfactory and that if any further 
changes are necessary 
the 
way is 
open for them 
without endangering 
the success of the negotiations. Some 
formal 
announcement * indicating a 
satisfactory conclusion 
of the long 
controversy is expected soon.

Relation of the N.ation Board of Med­ 
ical Examiners With Federal 
Medical Service Is Discuss­ 
ed In Two Days’ Session. 


Chicago, Feb. 8.—Hundreds of phy- 
scians and surgeons and public health 
officials and leaders in medical in­ 
struction were here yesterday for the 
annual congress on 
medical 
educa­ 
tion, public health and 
medical 
li­ 
censure. 
The gathering, which began 
this morning and will last through to­ 
morrow, is made up of representatives 
of the Federation of state medical 
boards of the United States, the Asso­ 
ciation 
of American 
Medical 
Col­ 
leges and the councils 
on 
Medical 
Education and on health and public 
Instruction of the American Medical 
Association. 
Each of the four organizations is 
to hold its owrn meetings, but there 
will also be several joint gatherings. 
In the latter class the Federation of 
State Medical Boards will 
play 
a 
prominent part, as much of the pro­ 
gram for this year’s congress calls 
for consideration of the tests which 
should 
be 
enforced 
to 
insure 
a high standard of professional effi­ 
ciency among practitioners. 
The first meeting of the congress 
was the twelfth annual conference of 
the Council of 
Medical 
Education. 
Dr. Arthur Dean Bevan, of Chicago, 
chairman og the council, called it to 
order and Dr. N. P. Colwell, Chicago, 
presented his report 
as 
secretary. 
The rest of the morning was taken 
up discussing a symposium on “Re­ 
lation of the Laboratory Courses to 
the Work of the Clinical Years.” The 
subject wras presented by Drs. Elias 
P. Lyon, dean of the medical school 
of the 
University 
of 
Minnesota; 
Le welly* F. Barker, of John Hopkins’ 
university; Jam es Ewing, of Cornell 
University Medical College, New York 
City; and Frederic S. Lee, of Colum­ 
bia University College of Physicians 
and Surgeons. 
Later 
in 
the 
day 
the 
council 
held a joint session with the state 
ooards and heard Surgeon Generals 
W. C. Gorgas, of the army, W. C. 
Braisted, of the navy, 
and 
Rupert 
Blue, of the public 
health 
service, 
discuss the national board of medical 
examiners in its relationship with tho 
federal medical services. 
In addition 
Dr. Herbert Harlan, president of the 
Maryland State Board of Medico I Ex­ 
aminers, presented ideas as to the re­ 
lationship of the national board with 
‘he various state bodies. These talks 
will be followed by technical papers 
by Dr. Victor V. Vaughan, dean of the 
University of Michigan medical school 
and Dr. Isadore Dyer, dean of the 
Tulane University School of Medicine 
ut New Orleans. 
Last night the state medical boards 
held an open meeting, which wuis fol­ 
lowed by an executive session. 
Five 
meetings are on the program for to­ 
day.

8.—Photographic 
demonstration of the the cry advanced 
by certain scientists that the bucket 
orchid—an extremely rare plant—is 
fertilized by the battle of bumblebees, 
J which seek food from tile flower, has 
been made by Dwight Davis, former 
park commissioner of St. Louis. 
Mr. Davis had moving pictures of 
bumble bees at work on the bucket 
orchid taken at the Missouri Botani­ 
cal Garden (Shaw's Garden) here. 
This is what the moving pictures 
show: 
Large bumble-bees gather on the 
edue of the cup of the orchid and 
struggle with one another for a foot­ 
hold. 
Some of the bumblebees tumble in­ 
to the cup, which is half filled with 
nectar. 
This nectar sticks 
to 
the 
wings of the bees and prevents them 
from flying out. 
There is only one wfay for the bum­ 
blebee to get out of the nectar, and 
that is to crawl through a tube-like 
passage leading to the lowrer end of 
the flowrer. The wraths of this passage 
are covered with pollins, and some of 
it clings to the 
sticky 
wings 
and 
backs of the bees. 
As 
they 
force 
their wray out of the opening, some of 
the pollen which has 
attached 
to 
them is inserted into the stigma of 
the plant, and thus the flower is fer­ 
tilized. 
When the bees finally get out of the 
flower, they fly back to the edge of 
the cup and again battle for a foot­ 
hold from which they can eat the lin­ 
ing of the 
labellum. 
The 
moving 
pictures that illustrate this method of 
plant reproduction will be showm at 
society entertainments in St. Louis, 
and later to the public school chil­ 
dren. 
Mr. Davis recently has developed 
a keen interest in the scientific side 
of moving pictures, and he has sug­ 
gested that part of the money which 
cities spend on 
zoological 
gardens 
could be more profitably and enter­ 
tainingly spent in sending camera ex­ 
peditions to jungles and taking mov­ 
ing pictures of 
the habits of wild 
animals.

Chief among those 
who 
have ex­ 
pressed themselves as favoring some 
sort of international court, backed by 
adequate power, as a means of com­ 
pelling world peace, 
is 
Elihu Root. 
Following 
Secretary 
Lansing’s 
ad­ 
dress to the Pan-American scientific 
congress advocating a union of the 
Americas to 
protect 
the independ­ 
ence and unity of any one 
of them, 
it was suggested that there be estab­ 
lished a court 
of 
arbitration for all 
the .republics, before 
which arbitra­ 
tion of disputes w'ould be compulsory 
and for the 
enforcement 
of whosd 
awards the republics w'ould s*and to­ 
gether. That the development of the 
Pan-American idea will 
lead to the 
establishment of some 
such institu­ 
tion is very probable. Each year sees 
a closer relation between the repub­ 
lics; steadily 
there 
is 
growing in 
this hemisphere the 
policy 
of set­ 
tling differences by conference rath­ 
er than by resort to arms. Applying 
the idea to 
all 
the 
world, former 
Secretary Root proposed, before the 
Pan-American 
congress 
and 
the 
American 
Society 
of 
International 
Law', a new' legal structure to replace 
the international law shown to be a 
failure, a court of the world, whose 
judgments would be based on a code 
agreed to by the nations, and whose 
decrees would be enforced by the na­ 
tions’ united action. 
“When the war is ended,” said Mr. 
Root, “the civilized world will have 
to determine whether what v/e call 
international law is to be continued 
as a mere code of etiquette, or is to 
be a real body of laws imposing ob­ 
ligations much more definite and in­ 
evitable than they have been hereto­ 
fore. 
It must be one thing or the 
other.” 
Mr. Root is convinced that the line 
of progress lies in dealing with vio­ 
lations of international 
law 
which 
threaten the peace and order of the 
world in much the same way that na­ 
tions deal with violators of criminal 
laws. 
He 
holds that the disturber 
among nations m ust be checked by 
the combined activities of all, just as 
the ordinary bully is checked by the 
police in a law' abiding community. 
There must be some sanction back 
of international law', some power to 
enforce respect 
for 
its provisions. 
That the world will be ready to con­ 
sider some such plan after the wrar 
is more than likely. 
There will be 
little desire on the part of the peo­ 
ple to renew the waste and suffering 
—and the voice of the people is likely 
to be given more heed.

Thomas Alva Edison will reach the 


sixty-ninth milestone of his life on 
February the 
eleventh. 
The 
years 
seem to rest lightly on the great in­ 
ventor. He is still hale, hearty and 
active and as deeply interested in 
what the coming year has in store as 
a youth with all of life ahead. 
“The future means as much to me 
at sixty nine as it does to 
you 
at 
twenty-five, young man,” 
said 
Mr. 
Edison to a young friend 
not 
long 
ago. 
In other words, Edison is “still go­ 
ing strong” at sixty-nine. 
Not a day 
passes I hat he does not spend from 
twelve to eighteen hours in his labor­ 
atory. 
He show's no signs of slowing 
up the pace he has held for over fifty 
years. 
Ile is alert and not a detail 
of the business around him escapes 
his eye and attention. 
To those who 
are associated with him in business 
he is “Our Old Man.” 
Edison, white- 
haired, stepping briskly, is a familiar 
figure in every corner of his vast 
laboratories at Orange, New* Jersey. 
It is a difficult m atter to corner 
Thomas A. Edison, to get him really 
to the point where he will give up a 
few' minutes to an interview'. He is na­ 
turally averse to interview's, anyway. 
He has a distaste for publicity. 
He 
is a poor press agent. 
Like Napol­ 
eon. he will gladly give 
up 
almost 
anything except time. 
And when a 
visitor is lucky enough to corner him 
somewhere in the laboratory, the in­ 
ventor is usually occupied with some­ 
thing that 
demands 
his 
attention 
every minute. 
“Where’s the ‘Old 
Man*?” 
asks 
someone who just must see Mr. Edi­ 
son on important business. 
“In the Lab,” is the usual answ'er. 
“Well, I’ve just got to see him.” 
“Not a chance. 
He’s been in the 
Lab all morning and heil be there all 
afternoon and part of the night, from 
the w'ay things look. 
Left orders not 
to disturb him.” 
That’s the way Edison spends most 
of his time. 
In the Lab. 
And that’s 
how' he will spend his birthday. 
“Where do you intend 
to 
spend 
your birthday, Mr. Edison?” asked a 
friend the other day. 
“It just depends,” replied the in­ 
ventor with a smile. 
‘ Over in the 
new Recording Laboratory maybe.” 
Mr. Edison’s new Recording Lab­ 
oratory is a place to w'hich visitors 
are not admitted, but from accounts 
is a curiously constructed place, built 
according to the inventor’s specifi­ 
cations to overcome certain problems 
of acoustics in recording 
large 
or­ 
chestras. 
“I think I am going to be able to 
give you records of the great sym­ 
phonies before the year is out,” 
Mr. 
Edison said. 
“We already have a 
record in w'hich they can be recorded 
and a phonograph and producer that 
will re-create them. 
It is now mere­ 
ly a problem of recording the large 
number of instruments used in a sym­ 
phony concert. 
I believe wre can do 
this in the new 
Recording 
Labora­ 
tory.” 
Asked for a little birthday talk, Mr. 
Edison replied: 
“The way 
to 
be 
happy and healthy Is to be busy all 
the time. 
I find that as I approach 
sixty-nine I have just begun to live. 
If you are busy you don t. have time 
to grow old. 
I don’t work 
by 
the 
clock and accordingly I 
don’t 
feel 
that I am getting any older. 
I work 
till I finish a thing, and then,” here 
Mr. Edison smiled, “if there is noth­ 
ing else lo be done, I go home. 
“I hope that everyone will feel as 
young and as pleased w'ith life as I do 
when their sixty-ninth comes along.” 
It is safe to say that no man on 
earth has ever crowded so much use­ 
fulness into a single life. The genius 
of Edison w'hich evolved the electric 
light—a single invention which practi­ 
cally turned night into day throughout 
the world and did more to suppress 
crime than all the law's passed in the 
last century—is still undimmed. Just 
a few years ago he gave to the world 
his latest and favorite invention, the 
Diamond Disc phonograph, which act­ 
ually re-creates music, as distinguish­ 
ed from a mere mechanical reproduc­ 
tion of musical sounds. 
Edison was born at Milan, Ohio, on 
February ll, 1847. 
He early evinced 
a love for chemistry and its kindred 
subjects. 
Few' men have even run 
at a swifter pace 
up 
the 
stepping 
stones to fame. His first employment 
was as a newsboy on the Grand Trunk 
railway where 
he 
started a 
small 
w'eekly paper which at one time had 
four hundred paid subcribers. He next 
took up telegraphy and soon became 
an expert telegrapher. 
After 
five

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years of telegraphy he came to New 
York where after a short time he sold 
his first invention for about 
$40,000. 
Then he plunged into the realm of in­ 
vention where his genius seemed to 
run riot. 
Take his major inventions 
as they come: 
The Duplex and Quadruplex tele­ 
graphs 
and 
the 
Electromotograph, 
which revolutionized 
telegraphy; the 
cylinder phonograph in 1877, now' the 
Diamond Amberola 
phonograph; 
in 
1879 the electric light which needs no 
words to tell its wonders; in 1891, the 
moving picture, which today as “The 
Movies,” are furnishing amusement to 
thousands upon thousands; a method 
of crushing ore, by w hich rocks weigh­ 
ing as much as ten tons each are re­ 
duced to bits in a few' seconds; the 
storage battery; then his last and fav­ 
orite invention, 
the 
Diamond 
Disc 
p hon graph. From 1869 to the present 
time Edison has filed more than 1,400 
applications for patents. 
Just a few years ago Edison resum­ 
ed his research in acoustics where he 
left off when he invented the cylinder 
phonograph. 
He 
was 
dissatisfied 
with the efforts 
of 
other 
invent­ 
ors in this field. 
He set before him 
the goal of absolute re-creation of mu­ 
sic. 
After countless experiments and 
the expenditure of nearly two millions 
of dollars in experiments alone, Edison 
announced that he had succeeded in 
re-creating the human voice. 
He said 
that he had found the touchstone of 
acoustics. 
The Edison Diamond Disc 
phonograph was given to the w'orld as 
the instrument of music’s re-creation. 
It has since been proved on num­ 
berless occasions that Edison’s re-cre­ 
ation of the human voice can not be 
distinguished from the original. 
For 
the purpose of demonstrating this, Edi­ 
son has given tone tests all over the 
Ignited States, in 
which 
the 
artist 
sings with his or her records, it being 
actually impossible to distinguish be­ 
tween the original voice and its re­ 
creation by the Diamond Disc phono­ 
graph.

Cincinnati, Feb. 8.—Possibilities of 


a m erchadise famine consequent upon 


the soaring costs of raw m aterials af­ 
fected by w ar conditions are to be con­ 
sidered at the seventh annual exposi­ 
tion of tile M anufacturers’ and Im port­ 
ers association of America which open­ 
ed here today. 
The point 
was 
em ­ 
phasized in opening speeches by J. 
Lew7is (o a th and W illiam Bromberg, 
hot ii of f hicago, and president and sec­ 
retary respectively of the association. 
“The price tendency is decidedly up­ 
ward and will be for some time to 
come,” said Mr. Bromberg, in discuss­ 
ing the objects of the exposition. “But 
it is not so much a question of prices 
as of getting goods to stock retailers* 
shelves. 
Th factories 
are 
flooded 
with orders hut the prices of m aterial 
are hitting the sky. This fact and oth­ 
er conditions arising from the gigantic 
upheave! in Europe have caused some 
wise buyers to consider tile possibil­ 
ity of facing a m erchandise famine. 
“The prime object of this associa­ 
tion is to meet changing conditions by 
promoting direct sale of merchandise 
from the m anufacturer and im porter 
to the retailer.” 
The exposition will last a week and 
during that time more than 200 lines 
of merchandise, from fireworks to coat 
hangers wil be displayed at Central 
Music Hall. 
The arrangem ent of the 
building for the exposition provides 
95,000 square feet of exhibition space, 
divided into more than 300 booths. Ad­ 
mission to the- building and to the lec­ 
tures on m erchandise and trade m eth­ 
ods will be limited to m erchants and 
their buyers. 
. , 
Officers of the association predicted 
that 
several 
thousand 
tradesm en 
would be attracted to the exposition, 
pointing out that it would take nearly 
four months to visit 
the 
establish­ 
m ents of the firms and corporations 
represented and asserting that in ad­ 
dition the system of 
direct 
buying 
would allow' 
savings of from 
ten to 
forty per cent in stock costs. 
A series of entertainm ents had been 
announced for the visitors and the 
Cincinnati Chamber of Commerce w ill 
be the host of the convention.

Many young trees planted in sod or 
where manure or mulch came closely 
around their bases, were completely 
girdled by these pests. 
As a precau­ 
tionary measure Professor Paddock of 
the Ohio College of Agriculture recom­ 
mends that litter of all kinds be re­ 
moved from around the trunks of 
young trees, and that a six-inch mound 
of earth he thrown about the trunks of 
such trees. 
This protection of earth 
also safeguards to a certain extent 
against winter injury. 
One does not w ant to go to tho other 
extreme, however, and remove all cov­ 
ering from the young tree roots. Rab­ 
bits are always present and the possi­ 
bility of injuries from them should also 
be guarded against. 
One of the ways to prevent rabbits 
from gnawing trees is to protect the 
trunks with some form of tree protec­ 
tor. This may either be a cylinder of 
fine-meslied wToven wire, or a strip of 
wrood veneer. In some neighborhoods 
it is the practice to wind the trunks of 
trees with cloth.

It is a common observation to see 
clover and other plants heaved on 
clayey land, by frosts. Small fruits are 
among the plants affected by the al­ 
ternate freezing and thawing in the 
spring. 
Nature usually prepares the 
brambles and other small fruits for 
this experience by throwing about 
them leaves of trees and other ma­ 
terial, but it often occurs through the 
interference of man that this practice 
of nature is frustrated and the plants 
are exposed to the elements. 
Man, 
however, can atone for his interven­ 
tion by giving the exposed plants a 
substitute covering. 
Any strawy ma­ 
nure, chaff, leaves, etc., forked about 
the plants will provide protection such 
as nature intended them to have. The 
same covering will better insure the 
plants against prolonged cold spells.
